— Sanction of the stewards 
of ih** .lueke.v riul» was Kraiite«l today to the Charlcs- 
loii Fair ami RaciiiK Association to conduct a race 
at Fharlestou, S. C., Troiii January 24 lo 

April 111. 

I’lio Jt»ckoy riuh rer*ontly announced that it would 
outlaw the Cliarlesion meeting unU‘ss certain cou- 
ditioiis were nmiplied with. To<lay John Marshjili. 
pri sidi-nt of tlie riiarlestou Fair and Racing Asso- 
ciation. appeared lK*n*re a sj>e<ial nn-eting of the 
stewards of the Jockey Club and math* f«>rmal appli- 
cation for a sanction, which was grantetl. 

Rt'garding the rm*eting at Columbia last month, 
which was declared an outlaw meeting, the stew- 
anls uilt>i)ted the ft)llowing resolution: 

••The stewards of the Jockey Club hereby give 
notice that on iK*rstnial application they will con 
shier the question of r«‘instating all owners, train- 
ers, jockeys ami ht*rses which participated in the 
imsdliig held at Columbia. IS. C.. November JO to 
l>ecemlM*r Jb last.” 

F.. C. Smith was appointed steward to represent 
the J.a key Club at the Charleston meeting. 

Coiieerning the Charleston eids<Mle. August Bel 
nuiiit. ihairman of the Jockey Club, is quoted as 
saying: 

••1 Inipe ther.' will bo no mLsunderstanding in 
this matter. The J(K*key Club has controlled racing 
in thv east for many years and it is still in exist - 
eme. The Jmkey Club's tracks, while temp<»rurlly 
chisml. remain intact. The State Racing Commis- 
sion is ready to grant licenses and the whole ma 
chlnerv Is in excellent running order. There is no 
raeing* however, for the eTcellept reason that the 
jockey Club does not know what the present law 
Hi<‘ans. I'ntil litigation evolves an interpretation 
of eke statutes it i.s wise to remain passive, but in 
due time the Jm-key Cljib will be advised as to what 
can be done. Then there will be racing. 

••It would be extremely unfortunate it any outside 
track should question the authority of the JtK-key 
Club at this time. We have actini in good faith and 
are prepared !o make a light to restore the turf to 
fonm r c<»ndith»ns or imslilied conditions if possible. 
We do m»i desire to impos4* haniships, but under 
the circumstaiic<*s we are compelletl to enforce the 
rules. Charleston is in Jeakey Club territory and 
there Is no good reason apparently why there should 
lie trouble over a lie«*nse.'’

.sagacity. .\s an alternative it is m*t mov difiieiilt
